ENRY B. GIBBEL ’26, Lititz 

insurance executive, has been 
elected the sixth chairman of the 
Board of Trustees in the college’s 
72-year history to succeed Dr. 
Gaius M. Brumbaugh, prominent 
Washington, D.C., physician. 


Announcement of Dr. Brum- 
baugh’s resignation and Mr. Gib- 


- bel’s election was made by Presi- 


dent Calvert N. Ellis following 
Commencement exercises on Col- 
lege Hill June 7. The Board of 
Trustees regretfully accepted the 
resignation of Dr. Brumbaugh who 
retired because of ill health at 86. 
At the same time he was unani- 
mously elected honorary chair- 
man of the Board on which he has 
served for 40 years. He had been 
its active chairman since 1936. 


The new chairman of the Board, 
Mr. Gibbel, has been a member 
since 1940 and served in important 
positions on the Planning Com- 
mission and the finance commit- 
tee. He is executive secretary of 
the Lititz Mutual Insurance Co., 
Lititz, Pa. Mr. Gibbel is married 
to the former Lois E. Hershberger 
and they have three sons and two 
daughters.

Mr. Gibbel’s father, Henry R. 
Gibbel, was the third president of 
the Board of Trustees from 1925 
to 1927, a term cut short by his 
death. Other Board presidents, or 
chairmen, have been Elder H. B. 
Brumbaugh, Dr. M. G. Brum- 
baugh, and Joseph J. Oller, who 
succeeded the late Mr. Gibbel and 
preceded Dr. Gaius M. Brum- 
baugh. 


The latter man, according to Dr. 
C. C. Ellis in his book “Juniata 
College — the History of Seventy 
Years,” is “rounding out a lifetime 
of service for the institution in 
which he has been a vital factor 
from its very inception.” 


Dr. Gaius’ father, Dr. A. B. 
Brumbaugh, was secretary of the 
Board and he was succeeded by 
his son as a member in 1908. The 
recent Board chairman was not 
only one of the first three students 
of the college but also a member 
of the first graduating class, 1879. 


Like his father, he has devoted 
his life to the practice of medicine. 
He is a long-time member of the 
American Medical Association 
and a life member of the Medical 
Society of the District of Colum- 
bia where he has practiced medi- 
cine for many years.

pe ie emphasis on the 

women’s role was placed by 
Dean Althea Kratz Hottel, nation- 
al president of the American As- 
sociation of University Women, 
in her Commencement address at 
graduation exercises in the 72nd 
year on June 7. 


And appropriately, women out- 
numbered the men, 39 to 36, among 
those obtaining diplomas at the 
June Commencement. The re- 
mainder of the 117 seniors partici- 
‘pating in the exercises will be 
granted degrees in August. 


Dr. Hottel, who is dean of women 
at the University of Pennsylvania, 
chose to stress “some basic goals 
and meanings for human relation- 
ships” in preference to the tradi- 
tional reference to “the cold out- 
side world.” 


‘Women, as well as men, must 
now recognize that their spheres 
extend beyond the home, their vo- 
cations, into the community and 
that community is now being call- 
ed ‘one world’,” she pointed out. 
“College people must perform real 
services as citizens.” 


Closing the gap between our 
aims, our words and our actions 
was cited as “perhaps the greatest 
responsibility” for college gradu- 
ates today by the prominent edu- 
cator who last year received the 
Gimbel Philadelphia award for 
“service to humanity.” 


An important area in the future 
strength of this country “lies in 
the understanding of our men and 
women of each other’s capabilities, 
ambitions and hearthstones,” the 
dean of women exclaimed. She 
said that Juniata College was be- 
gun in a world which was debating 
three focal questions on both 
woman’s sphere and her education, 
namely: “‘what was women’s 
sphere? . . . could her mind be 
educated? ... was it equal to that 
of men?”

“She 
is a well-educated woman whose 
thinking, whose experiences, and 
whose standards have made her a 
superior person as an individual, 
as a home maker, as a citizen and 
as a worker. 


“With faith and intelligence 
men and women working together 
are even now developing new 
patterns of partnership and com- 
panionship more richly satisfying 
than the much idealized past and 
certainly better suited to the re- 
alities of modern life,” Dean Hot- 
tel maintained. 


FHonorary Degrees 


6 aa, prominent Eastern edu- 
cators were awarded honor- 
ary doctor of laws degrees by 
President Calvert N. Ellis at the 
June Commencement exercises. 


The recipients were Dr. Althea 
Kratz Hottel, national president 
of the American Association of 
University Women and dean of 
women at the University of Penn- 
sylvania, and Dean Herbert J. 
Herring, vice-president of Duke 
University, Durham, N. C. 


Dr. Hottel, who was the Com- 
mencement speaker, was the win- 
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ner of the 1947 Gimbel Philadel- 
phia award when she was cited 
for “high scholastic attainments; 
for invaluable research into youth 
problems, but especially for her 
outstanding work among the 
women students at the University 
of Pennsylvania.” 


In 1936, two years after the Col- 
lege of Liberal Arts for Women 
was founded as part of the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania, Dr. Hot- 
tel became directress of women 
students. In 1943 she was made 
dean of women, first person to 
bear that title at the University. 
She is also a lecturer in sociology 
there. 


Dr. Hottel holds degrees as 
master of arts, doctor of philos- 
ophy, doctor of laws and doctor 
of letters. She is a member of 
four honorary societies, Phi Beta 
Kappa, Phi Gamma Mu, Pi Lamb- 
da Theta and Mortar Board. 


Dean Herring has been vice- 
president of Duke University 
since 1946 and previously served 
four years as dean of Trinity Col- 
lege at Duke. Last year he served 
as chairman of Academic Deans 
of Southern States and he is a 
past president of the North Caro- 
lina Association of Collegiate 
Registrars. | 


A graduate of Trinity College 
(now Duke), Dean Herring re- 
ceived a master of arts degree 
from Columbia in 1929. He has 
been a high school teacher of Eng- 
lish, a college teacher of speech, 
dean of men for seven years at 
Duke prior to becoming dean of 
Trinity College. 


During the past year, Dean 
Herring was a member of the edu- 
cational advancement committee 
to the Committee of Education, 
House of Representatives. He is 
a member of Phi Beta Kappa, 
Newcomen Society, Tau Kappa 
Alpha, Sigma Upsilon, Phi Eta 
Sigma, Omicron Delta Kappa, 
Sigma Chi and Rotary Club.

HE desire to visit with old 

friends, to reflect college 
memories and to meet new Jun- 
iatians were the motives which 
brought together almost a thous- 
and Juniata alumni in 17 local as- 
sociations this year. In some cases 
like Chicagoland and California, 
200-300 miles were traveled to 
meet the engagement. In others 
like Waynesboro and Huntingdon, 
it was no more than 20 miles for 
anyone. 

There was no special theme 
common to all dinners unless it 
was the singing of “I’m Looking 
Over A Four Leaf Clover’ or the 
light line of chatter by the Alum- 
ni Secretary about the Juniatians 
who were delinquent in returning 
questionnaires for the printing of 
the new Alumni Directory. 


Almost everywhere the busi- 
ness of the meeting was held to a 
minimum on the task of election 
of new officers. In Waynesboro a 
new constitution was adopted. In 
Altoona and Lewistown they de- 
cided to get more people out next 
year. In Pittsburgh the new presi- 
dent, Shark Miller, promised a 
news letter. In New York they de- 
cided to hold their dinner in April 
rather than the last of May. In 
Central Pennsylvania they decid- 
ed not to hold their dinner in the 
same hotel dining room with 


Elizabethtown College alumni, 
especially during baseball season. 
Also unofficial, in Huntingdon it 
was decided to keep the local 
alumni administration legal, the 
president was District Attorney 
Merle Heffner, the president next 
year will be Attorney Swirles L. 
Himes and for the following year 
Attorney Lynn Corcelius. The 
chairman of the nominating com- 
mittee was, of course, an attorney, 
Dick Linton. 

The majority of the meetings 
were held in April, with some few 
in March and May, and California 
in June. Californians met at the 
residence of their president, Dr. 
Clarence Pentz. A church was the 
meeting place for Chicagoland 
and Huntingdon County. All other 
associations met in hotels except 
Cleveland. The alumni secretary 
was not there but the name of the 
place along the Cleveland-Akron 
road did not sound like any one’s 
residence, or a church, or hotel. 
The report was that it held all 60 
Juniatians who attended. 

Everywhere the faculty or ad- 
ministration represented the col- 
lege. In Mt. Pleasant the alumni 
celebrated President Ellis’ birth- 
day. Elsewhere the President ap- 
peared at Johnstown; Dr. T. F. 
Henry spoke at Altoona, Pitts- 
burgh, and Philadelphia. Presi- 
dent Emeritus Ellis spoke at 
Hershey. Miss Esther Doyle ap- 
peared at Waynesboro and New 
York. Prof. J. Clyde Stayer spoke 
at Washington. Dean J. Melvin 
Rhodes at Cleveland, Prof. E. S. 
Kiracofe at Chicago, Coach P. M. 
Snider at Lewistown, and Prof. 
Paul R. Yoder at Somerset. Robert 
Johnston appeared at California. 
Alumni speakers included Dr. 
Miles Murphy at Philadelphia and 
the Rev. Paul Robinson at Somer- 
set.
